MINUTE ORDER: The Court has received Defendant's 17 Motion to Stay 

Proceedings in Light of Lapse in Appropriations, as well as Plaintiffs 18 Partial 
Opposition thereto. While Defendant requests, and Plaintiff consents to, a stay during 
the lapse of appropriations to the U.S. Department of Justice, Plaintiff disagrees with 
Defendant’s proposal that deadlines be extended commensurate with the ultimate 
length of the stay.
